Ind further, her Maieſtie conſideryng, that yf there ſhould happen to be any acceſſe and apparaunce ot her 
louyng Subiectes at the ſapd Caſell oꝛ Towne of Yertfozd, duryng the ſayde Terme, of ſuch as haue ben late⸗ 
lye infected with the plague, oꝛ oth:rwyſe ofſuche as haue had the plague in they: houſes, there myght enſue 
great peryll and daunger to thoſe that haue as yet ben cleare thereof, and ſo a further inconuenience myght 
growe thercby to the reſt of the RKealm* : wherefoze her hyghnes in aduordyng therof, doeth {krayghtly charge 
t commaunde, that no ſuch perſon oꝛ perſons that ſo haue ben infected, oꝛ haue had the plague in they: houſes, 
of what cate oꝛ degree he oꝛ they be of, (ail repay2c vnto the ſaid Caſtell oꝛ Towne of Hertfo2d, during the ſaid 
Pyllary Terme, except he oꝛ they be oꝛ halbe commaunded by pzoceſle, o2 otherwyſe hath ſpeciall commaunde- 
ment to be there. And that eucryſuch perſon lo infected, vpon his repayꝛe to the ſayde Caſtell 02 Towne, (hall 
befo2c he enter into any houſe within the ſayde Towne, oꝛ into the ſayde Caſtell, openly notifie and declare his 
eſtate touchyng his infection, and ſhall after, duryng the time of his abode there, beare and holde vp in his hand 
one whyte rodde of the length of one parde, vpon payne of her Paieties diſpleaſure, and impziſonment of they: 
bodpes durpng her hyghnes pleaſure, And further, her Maieſtie trayghtly chargeth and commaundeth all 
Juſtices of peace of the ſayde Countie of Hertfo2d, dwellpng within twelue myles of the ſayde Towne and Ca- 
ſell of Hertfoꝛd, and all Conſtables, Baylyffes, and head officers of any Boꝛowes, Townes, Myllages, oꝛ Ham; 
lettes, within eyght myles ofthe ſayde Towne and Caftell of Pertfozd, that they and euery of them, ſhall from 
the daye of the pꝛoclapmyng of this Pꝛoclamation within the ſayde Countie, do theyꝛ beſt endeuours to make 
and ſet foꝛth ſuch good o2ders, as by the goodnes of God mape tende moſt to the pzeſeruation of all places with- 
in the ſame circuite of eyght mples, from infection of the plague, and koꝛ that purpoſe to aſſemble them ſelues 
together wekely. from the tyme of the pꝛoclaymyng of this Pzoclamation, vntyll the ende of the ſayde Hyllary 
Terme, in ſome places conuenient, aſwell foꝛ the deupſyng, as fo the execution of ſuche good oꝛders. Ind that 
the layde Juſtices of peace, ſhall in the fyꝛſt day of the ſayde Hyllary Terme, ſignifie and declare to the Loꝛde ke: 
per of the great Scale of Englande, all that they and the ſayde Conſtables, and other the ſayde officers, ſhall 
then haue done in and about the pꝛemiſſes.
